American playwright stood on the 
steps of a New York club watching 
the theatre crowds pass. _— It was 
shortly after eight o'clock and the 
streets and pavements were packed 
with men and women, boys and girls, 
hurrying to reach the theatres be- 
fore the curtain rose.

For a long time the playwright 
watched them, then he remarked, 
“In my youthfu} vanity I used to 
think thaat people went to the thea- 
tre to be amused, but I am begin- 
ning to believe that they go because 
they are afraid to be alone.

make their lives. livable, haven't 
enough thoughts or resourcefulness 
or amusements in their own homes to 
keep off the devils of ennui.

itive. Denatured \.alcohol usually 
consists of ninety per cent. grain al- 

yeohol and ten per cent. wood alco- 
hol, ‘thus rendering it unfit. for 
drinking. It Is being increasingly 
substituted for wood alcohol in 
many industrial uses. to eliminate 
the great dangers attendant upon the 
use of the latter. 


Medicated Alcohol 


Pharmacists who hold permit and

The central body, should it decide 
to endorse the movement, is empow- 
ered to set a date for a strike of 
these unions. In the event of such 
action the only remaining formality 
would -be the obtaining of sanction 
from the International unions. The 
possibility of, a strike of carmen, 
telephone a3 Uectrical workers and 
industrial ployes was serious. 
What gave tte-authorities the great- 
est cause for anxiety, however, was 
the danger that the firemen might 
join in the movement. It was recog- 
nized that this would place the city 
in the gravest peril.

Preserving. — Preserves require 
three-quarters to one pound of su- 
gar to each pound of fruit, and half 
cup of water to each pound of sugar. 
The fruit should be simmered in the 
syrup until tender, a little at a time; 
skimmed out into the jars; when all 
are done the syrup should be brought 
to boiling point, jars filled and seal- 
ed. Hard fruits like quinces should 
be first steamed or cooked in boil- 
ing Water till tender. 


Jams.—Jams are usually made 
with small ‘fruits or with chopped 
large fruits; they are cooked with 
an equal weight of sugar until rich 
and thick, then’put' into tumblera or 
small jars and sealed: 


Spiced Fruits—These are also 
called sweet pickled fruits. For 4 
pounds prepared fruit allow 1 pint 
vinegar, 2 pounds brown sugar, half

Michael Davitt, the Irish patriot, 

declared upon the platform years ago 
that the man who incites the Irish- 
man against the Englishman or the 
Englishman against the Irishman, 
is the enemy of both.- 
-** Let us examine briefly the parlia- 
mentary enactments for the sole ben- 
efit of Ireland by. the British Houses 
since 1867, in which Irishmen, like 
the English, Scotch and Welsh, had 
their full participation and influence, 
and which hes transformed: Ireland 
in the last fifty years until now it 
is the most “prosperous and the 
least affected by ‘the recent war of 
any part of the United Kingdom. 

In 1869 the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Ireland, representing on- 
ly twelve per cent. of the population, 
was disestablished as a tSate church 
and partially disendowed, hecoming 
a free church. This was one of the 
principal gridvances of Catholic Ire- 
land, and its removal was in defer- 
ence to Catholic protests. 

In 1869 also a state subsidy, which 
, liad for years been pald for the edu- 

cation of the clergy of the Catholic 
church,-was.commutéed for a sum of 
about $1,850,000. 

Fifty years ago Ireland, owing to 
the wars and confiscations of the 
seventeenth century, had come to 
have* a lard-owning aristocracy, 
mainly of British descent, with an 
Irish peasantry holding thelr farms 
as yearly tenants. _The government} 

‘by the Irish land acts of 1870-80; 
and other acts, bent the wealth ana 
Sredit of the United Kingdom to ex- 
propriate the landlords of Ireland. 
so far as their tenanted lands were 
concerned, ard to eztpdlish ‘the Ir- 
ish peasantry as absolute owner of 
the land he tills. The Irish tenant 
is now subject only to rents fixed by 
law; he can, at any time, sell his in- 
terest In his farm which he has 
therefore a direct interest in improv- 
ing; he is also assisted by a great 
system of land purchases to become 
owner of his land on paying the 
price .of _terminable. instalments, 
which are usually some 20 per cent. 
Jess than the amount he formerly 
paid as rent. 
- .Under the system in vogue up to 
1917, about two-thirds of the Irish 
tenantry had already become own- 
ers of their farms, while the remain- 
der enjoy tenure wh‘ch is almost as 
‘secure as ownership itself.

and poultry clubs. At present more 
than 2,000,000 boys and girls are en- 
rolled in ilvestock clubs alone. It 
is not hard to see what profits will 
accrue to the nation from such or- 
ganizations, especially when {t is re- 
membered that one of the really big 
problems of the present is the keep- 
ing of young folks on the farm.

African Elephants 
\ Worth Preserving 
for Their Ivory 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—WIl the 
famous. African elephants soon be 
as nearly extinct as {s the buffalo of 
the Am lains? Cable des- 
salchal see uate South African 
Cape Council bas decided to exter- 
minate elephants which are regard- 
ed as a menace to the farmers whose 
crops they spoil anl whose employes 
they sometimes kill, °° Sir Harry 
'Johnson, famous African authority, 
beets of his experiences with African 
elephants in a communication to the 
National Geographic Society, which 
,is quoted In a bulletin from the so- 
clety as follows. - 

“If after many years of: trial the 
African elephant 1s pronounced to be 
hopeless as a domestic animal (and 
{t should be remembered that most 
male African elephant in captivity 
have shown themselves to be hope- 
lessly savage, then at least for its 
magnificent ivory the creature is 
worth preserving as an asset to the 
State. If the Indian elephant shows 
itself to be more docile than the 
African elephant, it must be remem- 
bered, on the other hand, that he is 
of very little value for the fvory. 

“One day a baby elephant was 
presented to me by a Ugandachief. 
It is sad thing to relate, but three 
men were killed In attempting to cap- 
ture tho first elephant. I had ex- 
pressed a wish one day for some ele- 
phants to experiment with in domes- 
Ucation, and the natives with their

And we challenge refutation. 

Is it not perfectly plain that if we -con- 
struct @ new pavement, whether we move the 
track to the center or have it at the side, that 
in either case the old track must be taken up? 
In either case excavation must be, made for 
the concrete bed on which the ties are to be 
laid. In either case the concrete bed must be 
prepared. In either case new ties and new 
rails must be provided, for the old are inade- 
quate. There is positively no operation in the 
one case that is not necessary in the other and 
the cost would be identical, 

When the cost of the two propositions is 
identically the same, why refuse to adopt the 
better one, the plan with manifest advantages? 
Why take up the wrong plan when the right 
one costs not a dollar more? 

The track in the center of the street 
means uniformity of slope, balance, easy clean- 
ing and drainage, symmetrical appearance, the 
removal of a blemish and a botch. Left at the 
side, it leaves the street with a break in the 
slope, a bank along the side, a lopsided, ill- 
balanced and ‘ill-appearing job. At the side it 
would be far more of an impediment to  ve- 
hicular traffic. 

Why not do this important work right 
and so advertise our city as a place where we 
have men big enough to do big things in a big 
way? M 

The only safe course to pursue in matters 
of this kind is to consider the general benefit 
fo the city and the greatest good to the great- 
est number.
